First Annual Training 


“Camp 18th Brigade | 


Can. Field Artillery 


The first annual training camp of 
the 18th brigade Canadian Field Ar- 
tillery was brought to a successful 
conclusion on Saturday, July 9th. A 
splendid site for the camp near the 
Dominion Veterinary Research De- 
pot near Kipp had been selected by 
the Staff, and on Saturday, July 2nd, 
an advance party under the command 
of Major .Burrel, M.C., and Major 
'Rosewarn commenced to lay out the 
‘lines. Very inclement weather was 
encountered, but notwithstanding ad- 
verse conditions the work proceeded 
jand by Monday, July 4th, everything 
was in readiness for the complete bri- 
gade. The 20th and 39th batteries of 
Lethbridge moved in during the week 
end. The 93rd battery of Macleod un- 
der the command of Major Metge en- 
| trained on Monday and proceeded to 
Kipp, whence they route marched 
to camp, transport having been pro- 
vided for the men’s kits. Ample ac- 
commodation had been provided for 
all ranks and the evident care ex- 
pended in laying out the lines resulted 
in very comfortable quarters being 
available. A supply of horses had 
been arranged for and Monday and 
Tuesday was spent in harness fitting 
and driving drill. Some difficulty was 
experienced in prevailing upon the 
green horses to draw the heavy ve- 
hicles with ghe unaccustomed harness, 
but this was soon overcome and by 
Wednesday the various manoeuvres 
were being carried out with surprisiny 
precision, 

It was found on arrival of the var- 
ious units advisable to combine the 
brigade into one battery for training 
purposes and accordingly Lieutenant 
F. P. Walshe and Sergeants Johns 
and Davis of the 93rd battery were 
lent to the Lethbridge units for the 
period of training, and much of the 
success of the training is due to these 
officers. Major Metge of Macleod was 
|} in charge of the brigade training, and 
spared no effort to bring the compo- 
site battery to the state of efficiency 
found by the Inspecting Officer. 

Training in battery formations and 
manoeuvres was carried out on Thurs- 
day, and on Friday the brigade was 
inspected by General Bell, commanding 
Military District No. 18, accompanied 
by Lieutenant-Colonel Pearkes, V.C., 
D.S.0. The battery was inspected dis- 
mounted by the General, who then 
made a tour of the lines. In the mean- 
time the battery hooked in and pro- 
ceeded to the training ground, where 
the Inspecting Officer took the salute 
as the troops marched past in line. 
Major Metge then put them through 
various manoeuvres which had been 
the subject of the week’s training, af- 
ter which he handed over to Major 
Rosewarn, who performed the moust 
astounding evolutions, handing over in 
turn to Major Burrell, M.C. Messrs. 
Walshe and Barnes also drilled the 
battery in turns. When these man- 
ouevres were completed Major Metge 
took the battery into action with great 
eclat, which completed the morning’s 
work. 

The General expressed himself as 
being very pleased with the progre 
which had been made in the short time 
available for training. It seems a pity 
that these camps of instruction are of 
such short duration, as the men and 
horses have barely time to accustom 
themselves to the routine when camp 
is broken up. It is to be hoped that 
a longer period of training will be 
possible next year. The non-commis- 
sioned officers, Battery Sergeant Ma- 
jor Hendrie of Lethbridge and Ser 
geants Walshe, McLean, Johns and 
Davis of Macleod were indefatigable 
in the execution of their duties, and 
contributed in a great measure to the 
successful training. Capt. Gibson, the 
brigade adjutant, was busily engaged 
throughout his tour of duty, as was 
also Capt. Middleton, the chaplain. 

The horses were in charge of Capt. 
Cameron, M.C, A feature of the 
camp was the good work of five In 
dian boys who belonged to the 93rd 
battery. These lads have had an ex 
tensive military training under Capt. 
| Middleton, who is to be congratulated 
upon the degree of efficiency which 
| these boys have attained. 

Wednesday night was observed as 
guest night in the Officers’ Mess. A 
| large number of guests attended from 
| Lethbridge and were entertained at 
| dinner. Major Metge of Macleod, who 
was in charge of the training, de 
| serves great credit for the very effi 
cient manner in which his arduous du 
/ties were discharged in the face of 
seemingly insurmountable difficulties.

|urday morning, while the 93rd battery 
| returned to Macleod by tain. 
It is very gratifying to note that 
|the Macleod battery, although the 
youngest organization in the brigade,

| Lethbridge batteries, and furnished 
section commanders and sergeants for 
| the entire brigade. The Macleod boys 
| established an excellent reputation for 
|discipline and good conduct. These 
boys, while lacking the preliminary 
| training which the Lethbridge units 
enjoyed, rapidly accustomed them 
selves to the routine and became the 
smartest section of the battery. Much 
of this is due to the excellent work 
of Sergeants F, P. Walshe and R. G. 
McLean. 

Altogether the Macleod battery i 
to be congratulated upon their excel 
lent work and it is the concensus of 
opinion that but for the presence of 
these boys at the camp the successful 
training would not have been accom- 
plished.

Cultivation Of Flax 


The opportunity that exists for the 
cultivation of ax and the probability 
of a ready market being found for all 
that Canada can produce is suggested 
by the fact that the production of 
flax in Russia fell from 1,151,998,320 
pounds in 1918 to 90,282,000 potnds 
in 1920, a drop of over a_ billion 
pounds, 

In view of this state of affairs in- 
creased attention is being given by 
scientists in this country to research 
work regarding the growth of flax. 
A series of plots of new varieties have 
been sown at Ottawa to be harvested 
for fibre purposes. Arrangements 
have been made to carry on the ret- 
ting under suitable conditions so that 
the quality of the fibre may be fairly 
representative in order that the dif- 
ferent sorts can be easily compared. 
There are two principle grades of flax 
fibre, warp and weft, which are fur- 
according to qualities. 
is generally broader fibred, 
stronger and more ribbony flax, and 
the yarn spun from this is used by 
weavers for the longitudinal threads 
of the cloth. Weft is soft, more pli- 
able flax, not necessarily so strong 
the yarn 
which grows in the shuttle running 
across the cloth to fill it up. The 
value of flax is primarily dependent 
on its strength. The color should be 
uniform, but spinners do not attach 
much importance to color as they used 
tc do, provided that the substance has 
the required strength and quality. 
Silkiness and oiliness are essen‘ial to 
a high standard. The removal of all 
slime and dirt from the flax, especially 
at the root ends, is another necessity.

veloped or undeveloped by all that 
makes up their environment. That is 
why people change their creed or faith 
or sect from time to time, as some new 
thought or added knowledge makes 
the previous beliefs incompatible with 


| the new reasoning. 


The same divine law of dissatisfac- 
tion which has made for’all human 
progress down through the ages, and 
the divine instinct to know and under- 
stand, causes man to enquire and to 
try to devise means whereby he can 
taste of the divine joys of his particu- 
lar Valhalla, here and now, and, with 
this end in view he experiments and 
ropes, more or less blindly, to attain 
this desired end.

divine power to certain things. 
It is peculiar that the divine orders 
received are always related to current 
events. This is the souree from which 
“Mad Mullahs” are bread, who period 
ically announce that the Divine Spirit 
has told them to drive out the cursed 
“Feringhees,” their self-evident mad- 
easily impressing an ignorant 
and superstitious population with awe, 
and faith enough to follow blindly this 
Spiritual Fanatic until the dream 
vanishes in the face of Law and San.

performed in a darkened room, rap- 
ping tables, or in rolling and howling 
hymns or prayers are forms of spiri- 
tual intemperance which will inevit- 
wbly react upon the devottes, and is a 
far more dangerous form of intemper- 
ance than liquor, even the bootleg var- 
iety, for this form of incantation is 
undermining that greatest of all di- 
vine gifts to man, ie. “reasoning 
faculty,” the faculty which He gave 
us that we might use it and by its 
use so guide and develop our spiritual 
and mental growth that the knowledge 
of His divine plans would unfold be- 
fore us just as fast as we are pre- 
pared te receive such knowledge, and 
with development enough not to abuse 
it. There are no spiritual short-cuts. 
Whoever deliberately tramples upon 
his Divine Power to Reason so that 
he may enjoy a religion with a “kick” 
to it, must pay the penalty, just as 
any other form of “dope” victim. 

We pity the poor benighted savage, 
d send our missionaries to convert 
him from his age-long practice. The 
pity and irony of that can best be re- 
alized when I state that a large pro- 
portion of such missionaries them- 
selves believe in his savage incanta- 
tions, and practice it, using modern 
paraphernalia in place of primitive 
charms, and fetishes, and substitut- 
ing for the tribal god the Lowly Naz- 
arene, 

Everyone is justly entitled to free- 
dom to worship their God in their own 
way, the only proviso being that in 
so doing they do not encroach upon 
the liberty of others. If intemper- 
ance is indulged in, which ultimately 
means insanity, so much the worse for 
us all, for we are our brother's keep- 
er, whether we admit it or not, and 
the responsibility for the ignorance 
prevailing in our community, relating 
to the dangers of these spiritualistic 
seances rests upon our shoulders, and 
the Grand Architect of this universe 
will not hold us guiltless in refusing 
to point out such dangers.

If you wish to pre- 
vent the bread from crumbling, cream 
the butter and spread the end of the 

loaf before each slice is cut. 


Delicious Chicken Sandwiches 


Finely chop and pound to a 


paste 


of chopped and pounded cold breast, 
of chicken. Season with 1-3 teaspoon | 
celery salt and a dash of cayenne and 
moisten with 4 tablespoons chicken 
salad dressing. Spread on thin slices 
of bread from which the crust has 
been removed. Roll securely and tie 
or scéwer in place. Just before serv 
ing the scewers or cords may be re-- 
moved. 


Corned Beef Sandwiches 
Chop cold corned beef very fine, us- 
ing a little of the fat of the meat. 
Season with a little French mustard 
and spread between thin slices of 
whole wheat bread. 


Egg and Olive Sandwiches 
Finely chop 15 stuffed olives. Press 
3 hard-cooked eggs through seive or 
potato ricer and add to the olives. 
Moisten with a little mayonnaise and 
spread as usual. 


Russian Sandwiches 
Spread saltines with thin slices of 
Neufchatel cheese and cover with fine- 
ly chopped olives moistened with may- 
onnaise dressing. Place a saltine over 
each and press together. 


Lobster Sandwiches 
Remove lobster meat from shell and 


chop. Season with salt, cayenne, pre 
pared mustard and lemon juice, or 
moisten with any salad dressing. 


Spread mixture on a crisp lettuce leaf 
and place between slices of buttered 
toast. 


Sardine Sandwiches 

Drain sardines well, remove skin 
and bones, and rub into a smooth 
paste. Prepare an equal amount of 
sifted egg yolk which has been rub- 
bed to a smooth paste. Mix sardine 
and egg paste and season with a few 
drops of lemon juice and tobasco 
sauce. Spread as usual. 


Savory Tongue Sandwiches 

Pass 1 quart cold ham and 2 parts 
cold tongue through meat chopper. 
Pound very fine and s@ason with a 
little English mustard and paprika. 
Spread a little creamed butter on one 
piece of bread and the meat on the 
other. Press slices of bread together. 


Nut and Fig Sandwiches 
Remove stems and finely chop figs. 
Add a small quantity of water, cook 
in double boiler until a paste is form- 
ed, then add a few drops of lemon 
juice. Cool mixture and spread on 
thin slices of buttered bread. Sprinkle 
with finely-chopped peanuts and cover 

with pieces of buttered bread.
